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During the year the selectmen have drawn orders on, and 
have kept practically two accounts— the regular town account 
which is here shown by itself and a bridge account which is kept 
separate, and these two accounts are taken into consideration 
in making up the audtiors' recommendations since the treasurer 
has treated them as being in one town account. 

In June Mrs. E. J. Proctor very kindly offered to provide 
the town with a marble and concrete bridge over the Otter 
Creek and to bear all the expense of it except the cost of the 
approaches. 

The selectmen acting for the town agreed to this, 
and as the bridge account shows have received from 
Mrs. Proctor $25,000 toward the expense of the bridge 
and have paid out to date $14,995.95. There will be 
about $10,000 more required to complete the structure 
which amount will be supplied as it is needed. In the elimination 
of the White Crossing and building the new road there was an 
expense of $8,227.68 incurred in addition to the cost of a cattle 
pass and of this amount the state and the Rutland Railroad 
will pay back to the town $6,831.72. 

Last year the town, at its annual meeting, voted to provide 
an isolation hospital and to buy the property now leased and 
used by the town as a town farm. The Vermont Marble Com- 
pany decided not to sell the property so that the selectmen are 
not able to carry out these instructions.

Two near the Library. 

One near the Market. 

One at Forester's Hall. 

One at McGarry's store. 

One at Gorham bridge. 

In addition it is planned as soon as the weather permits to 
erect :

One at White Farm.
